Front of High Buttoning Cardigan with Collar to ***. 
1st row.— Cast off 4 [B— 4] [C— 5] [D— 5] sts., purl 
to end of row. 

Next row.— K.2 tog., knit to last 3 sts., slip 1, K.l, 
p.s.s.o., K.l. 

Next row. — K.l, purl to end of row. 

Complete to correspond with Left Front, working 
shapings at opposite ends of needle and working 
“P.2 tog.t.b.l.’*, in place of “P.2 tog.** 

THE BACK AND SLEEVES— Work as given for 
Back and Sleeves of High Buttoning Cardigan with 
Collar. 

THE FRONT BAND — ^Work as given for Right Front 
Band of High Buttoning Cardigan with Collar to 
Continue in rib, working a buttonhole (as before) in 
every following 25th and 26th rows until 4 buttonholes 
have been worked from commencement. 

Continue without further buttonholes until band is 
long enough to fit (slightly stretched) along fronts, 
across back of neck and tops of sleeves. 

Cast off in rib. 

THE COLLAR — Work as given for Collar of High 
Buttoning Cardigan with Collar. 

TO MAKE UP — With a dry cloth and cool iron, press 
lightly. Using a flat seam, sew sleeves to fronts and 
back, noting that tops of sleeves form part of neck- 
line. Using a flat seam for ribbing and a fine back- 
stitch seani for other seams, sew up side and sleeve 
seams. Using a fine back-stitch seam, sew front band 
in position. Using a flat seam, sew cast-off edges of 
collar to front band seam. Sew on buttons to 
correspond with buttonholes. Finally, press all seams.

Keeping continuity of patt., shape armholes by casting 
off 12 sts. at beg. of next 2 rows. (85 sts.) 

Work 18 rows without shaping. Break off C. 

Using No. 8 Needles and M., proceed as follows: — 

1st row. — K.4, * inc. once in next st., K.3, inc. once 
in next st., K.4, rep. from * to end of row. (103 sts.) 
2nd row. — K.l, * P.1, K.l t.b.L, rep. from * to last 
2 sts., P.1, K.l. 

3rd row. — K.l, * K.l t.b.L, P.1, rep. from * to last 
2 sts., K.l t.b.L, K.l. ♦♦ 

Rep. 2nd and 3rd rows twenty-one times, then 2nd 
row once. 

Cast off in rib. 

THE BACK — ^Work as given for Front. 

THE SLEEVES— Using No. 8 Needles, cast on 49 
stitches. 

1st row. — K.l, * K.l t.b.L, P.1, rep. from ♦ to last 
2 sts., K.l t.b.L, K.l. 

2nd row.— K.l, * P.1, K.l t.b.L, rep. from ♦ to last 
2 sts., P.1, K.l. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows five times, inc. once at each 
end of needle in last row. 

Using No. 6 Needles, work rows 1 to 36 incl. from 
Chart, inc. once at each end of needle in 9th row and 
every following 4th row. (65 sts.) 

Keeping continuity of patt., inc. once at each end of 
needle in next and every following 4th row until there 
are 91 sts. on needle. 

Work 3 rows without shaping. Tie a coloured thread 
at each end of row. 

Work 14 rows without shaping. 

Shape top by casting off 6 sts. at beg. of next 10 rows. 
Cast off remaining sts. 

Work another Sleeve in same manner. 

TO MAKE UP — With a dry cloth and cool iron, press 
lightly. Place back yoke section li ins. over front 
yoke section at armhole edges and using a fine back- 
stitch seam, join edges. Slip-stitch back yoke in posi- 
tion for 4i ins. (one st. in from edge) to form shoulder 
seam, tapering off to nothing at neck edge. Using a 
flat seam for ribbing and a fine back-stitch seam for 
other seams, sew up side seams, and sleeve seams to 
coloured threads. Sew in sleeves, placing seams to 
side seams and rows without shaping at tops of sleeves 
to cast-off sts. at underarm. Finally, press all seams.

TO MAKE UP — With a dry cloth and cool iron, 
press lightly.

Sew on buttons to correspond with buttonholes.

1st row. — Cast off 6 [B — 6] [C — 7] [D — ^7] sts., knit 
to last 2 sts., K.2 tog. 

Next row. — Purl to last st., K.l. 

Next row. — K.l, K.2 tog., knit to end of row. 

Rep. last 2 rows twice, whilst at same time dec. once 
at front edge in following 6th row from previous 
dec. 

Next row. — Purl to last st., K.l. 

Continue dec. once at armhole edge (as before) in 
next row and every alt. row twenty [B — eighteen] 
[C — ^twenty-two] [D — ^twenty] times, whilst at same 
time dec. once at front edge in every following 4th 
row from previous dec. ten [B — nine] [C — eleven] 
[D— ten] times. (8 [B— 13] [C— 8] [D— 13] sts.) 
Proceed as follows: — 

** 1st row. — Purl to last 3 sts., P.2 tog., K.l. 

2nd row. — K.l, K.2 tog., knit to last 2 sts., K.2 tog. 
3rd row. — As 1st row. 

4th row. — K.l, K.2 tog., knit to end of row. ♦♦ 

[Sizes B and D only.— Work as given from ♦♦ to 
once.] 

All Sizes: Next row. — P.2 tog., K.l, turn, K.2 tog. 
Fasten off. 

THE RIGHT FRONT — Work as given for Right 
Front of High Buttoning Cardigan wih Collar to ***. 
1st row. — Cast off 6 [B — 6] [C — 7] [D — 7] sts., purl 
to end of row. 

2nd row. — K.2 tog., knit to last 3 sts., slip 1, K.l, 
p.s.s.o., K.l. 

3rd row. — K.l, purl to end of row. 

Complete to correspond with Left Front, working 
shapings at opposite ends of needle and working 
“P.2 tog.t.b.l.” in place of “P.2 tog.”, and “slip 1, 
K.l, p.s.s.o.”, in place of “K.2 tog.” 

THE BACK AND SLEEVES— Work as given for 
Back and Sleeves of High Buttoning Cardigan with 
Collar. 

THE FRONT BANI>;— Work as given for Right Front 
Band of High Buttoning Cardigan wih Collar to ***. 
Continue in rib, working a buttonhole (as before) in 
every following 25th and 26th rows until 4 buttonholes 
have been worked from commencement. 

Continue without further buttonholes until band is 
long enough to fit (slightly stretched) along fronts, 
across back of neck and tops of sleeves.
